| Legislature and Parliament. 

| The members of the Legislature 
}on Thursday declined to take upon 
themselves the responsibility of 
asking Parliament to secure such 
amendment of the British Norta 
America Act as would abolish the 
Dominion Senate. 

The proposal was rejected on 
the ground that it is the duty of 
ihe Legislature to transact the 
business of the Province, not to in- 
struct Parliament as to the over- 
hauling of the Federal constitu- 
tion. As Parliament—not the 
Legislature—is answerable to the 
country for changes in the consti- 
tution, the members of the Provin- 
cial House did right in refusing to 
trespass upon the perogatives of 
the Federal members and to tell 
them for what they must become 
responsible. Liberty of action must 
accompany responsibility, and a 
recommendation to the proposed 
effect must be regarded by Parlia- 
ment either as an infringement 
upon its authority or as of no- more 
importance than a like reeommen- 
dation from an equal number of 
private citizens, 

Nor is it any more desirable that 
the Legislature should without 
serious cause interfere in a purely 
I’ederal matter than it is that Par- 
liament should unwarrantably in- 
terfere with the conduet of Pro- 
vincial affairs by the Legislature. 

For the rest, the Dominion Sen- 
ate is not in fact less representa- 
tive, less responsive to publie opin 
ion, less useful, or less to be de 
pended upon to proteet civil rights 
and publie interests than the 
House of Commons as at present 
constituted The Legislature 
might, with far better reason, call 
upon the House of Commons to 
| dissolve and permit a general 
election to be held than ask it to 
abolish the Senate, and the Legis- 
lature is not at all likely to do 
that,
